Mr.  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  this  will  be  my  first  Annual 
Report  to  the  new  Borough  of  Huntingdon  & Godmanchester 
and  it  will  be  appreciated  that  the  statistics  which  were 
hitherto  sperarate  are  combined  in  this  report  as  from  the 
1st  January,  1961,  although  amalgamation  did  not  take  place 
until  the  1st  April,  1961. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  the  combined  Boroughs  stands  at  a 
level  well  above  the  National  Average  and  the  Death  Rate 
at  a level  well  below  the  figure  for  the  Country  as  a whole. 

A very  considerable  rise  in  the  incidence  of  Infectious 
Disease  occured  during  the  year  and  this  was  due  principally 
to  an  outbreak  of  Measles  which  affected  the  District  from 
about  February  to  June  when  over  300  cases  were  notified. 
A case  of  Leptospirosis  was  notified  in  August  in  respect 
of  a young  lad  who  was  admitted  to  the  County  Hospital 
for  investigations.  As  he  had  recently  been  bathing  in  the 
river  it  was  presumed  that  this  was  the  source  of  his  in- 
fection. 

The  final  sewer  extensions  at  Godmanchester  are  vir- 
tually completed  with  the  exception  of  a small  extension  still 
to  be  laid  in  St.  Ann’s  Lane.  In  Huntingdon  the  off-site 
trunk  sewer  to  the  Oxmoor  Estate  was  completed  and  came 
into  use  in  March.  With  regard  to  the  Private  Estate  sewers 
the  final  sewer  was  completed  and  satisfactory  progress  was 
made  on  the  storm  sewer  at  Hartford. 

As  in  1960  difficulties  were  again  experienced  with 
water,  and  certain  restrictions  for  the  use  of  water  for  wash- 
ing cars,  etc.,  had  to  be  imposed.  Consumption  showed  a 
steady  increase  due  in-part  to  the  increase  of  population  on 
the  housing  estates  and  in-part  to  new  factory  requirements. 
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Considerable  residential  development  took  place  during' 
the  year  in  the  Borough,  particularly  in  connection  with  the 
London  County  Council  Town  Development  Scheme  and  also 
due  to  private  enterprise.  The  new  comprehensive  Health 
Centre  was  almost  completed  during  the  year  and  will  greatly 
help  to  serve  some  of  the  health  problems  of  the  growing 
population. 

In  conclusion  I would  like  to  express  my  sincere  thanks 
to  the  members  of  the  Council  for  their  kindness  and  con- 
sideration they  have  shown  me,  and  also  the  Officers  for 
their  continued  help  and  co-operation.

Water  Supplies 

The  main  supply  source  is  from  riverline  gravel  beds 
in  Brampton  parish  and  a small  number  of  properties  in 
the  South  Ward  are  supplied  from  St.  Neots  Rural  District 
Council.  Bulk  supplies  are  made  available  to  the  Air  Min- 
istry, Brampton  Park,  and  to  four  parishes  in  Huntingdon 
Rural  District. 
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Quality  of  all  supplies  has  been  satisfactory  but  the 
quantity  of  water  available  must  be  increased  as  soon  as 
possible.  A complete  ban  on  hosepipes  has  been  introduced 
in  an  effort  to  conserve  supplies. 

Samples  have  been  taken,  at  source,  immediately  after 
treatment,  and  at  many  consumer  points  during  the  year. 
The  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laborator- 
ies, Cambridge,  for  bacteriological  examination  and  the

Two  samples  taken  and  submitted  for  chemical  analysis 
were  both  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Work  commenced  on  a Water  Tower  at  Sapley  and 
mains  have  been  built  on  new  building  sites. 

Sewerage  and  Sewerage  Disposal 

The  Cow  Lane  Treatment  Works  operated  satisfactorily 
throughout  the  year  and  no  complaints  were  received. 

The  main  system  of  sewerage  has  given  very  little 
trouble.  Tenders  were  received  towards  the  end  of  the  year 
for  the  remaining  sewers  at  (fodmanchester. 

Night  Soil  collection  has  been  undertaken  bi-weekly  by 
direct  labour  in  the  South  Ward  and  disposed  of  into  the 
sewers.  In  the  remaining  wards  arrangements  have  con- 
tinued with  St.  Ives  Rural  District  Council  for  collection  and 
disposal. 

No  further  conversions  of  pail  closets  to  water  closets 
were  carried  out. 

Arrangements  are  made  direct  between  the  property 
owners  concerned  and  St.  Ives  Rural  District  Council  for  the. 
emptying  of  cesspits. 

Rivers  and  Streams 

The  usual  river  bathing  has  taken  place  and  one  case 
of  disease  is  believed  to  have  been  attributable  to  this. 
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No  serious  flooding  oceured  during  the  year  although 
the  riverside  caravan  site  was  flooded.  The  Borough  Coun- 
cil control  the  Godmanchester  Lock  Gates  and  Sluice  Gates 
by  arrangement  with  the  Great  Ouse  River  Board.  Some 
control  of  the  Alconbury  Stream  Lock  Gates  is  also  held 
by  the  Council. 

The  Council  are  also  responsible  for  Ermine  Street 
Brook,  the  Barrack  Brook,  Toby’s  Trunk  and  the  old  God- 
manchester Sewer  Dykes. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

A weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  has  been  made 
throughout  the  built  up  part  of  the  district.  Disposal  is 
by  controlled  tipping  at  Buckden  and  on  two  nearly  com- 
pleted tips  at  Godmanchester. 

Swimming  Baths 

There  are  no  public  or  private  swimming  baths  in  the 
Borough  but  the  Council  have  agreed  to  provide  an  open  air 
pool  in  conjunction  with  a voluntary  fund  raising  Swim- 
ming Pool  Committee. 

Common  Lodging  Houses 

There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  district. 


Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949 

The  Council  has  shared  the  use  of  a trained  operator 
with  St.  Ives  Borough  Council.  Very  few  premises  have 
been  inspected  by  routine  survey  under  the  Act  but  many 
premises  have  been  inspected  when  visited  primarily  for 
some  other  purpose.  The  operator  has  dealt  with  complaints 
and  also  made  regular  treatments  on  Council  property.  There 
were  several  severe  infestations  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


Caravan  Sites  and  Development  Act,  1960 

The  Council  has  selected  a site  for  a proposed  municipal 
caravan  site.  There  are  two  licenced  residential  sites  for 
34  caravans;  three  individual  sites  are  also  licensed  and 
three  multiple  sites  under  planning  review. 

There  are  several  individual  caravans  on  unlicensed  sites 
but  no  formal  action  is  proposed  pending  the  provision  of 
more  licensed  sites. 

There  are  also  a small  number  of  caravans  on  the  var- 
ious contractors’  sites  which  are  exempted  from  the  licensing 
conditions. 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


(a)  Ice  Cream. 

There  are  no  ice  cream  manufacturers  but  23  premises 
are  registered  for  the  storage  and  sale  of  ice  cream.  Of  the 
17  samples  purchased  for  testing  under  the  Ice  Cream  (Heat 
Treatment)  Regulations,  16  were  placed  in  Provisional  Grade 
1,  and  one  m Provisional  Grade  2. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  recommend  that 
judgement  should  be  based  on  a series  of  samples,  it  is 
suggested  that  over  a six  monthly  period  50%  of  a vendor’s 
samples  should  fall  into  Grade  1,  80%  in  Grades  1 or  2,  not 
more  than  20%  in  Grade  3,  and  none  in  Grade  4. 

(b)  Slaughterhouses. 

There  is  onlv  one  small  slaughterhouse  still  in  use  and 
slaughtering  has  been  limited  to  two  or  three  pigs  weekly. 

(c)  Bakehouses. 

There  are  two  bakehouses  operating.  The  majority  of 
bread  and  confectionery  consumed  in  the  Borough  is  pre- 
pared outside. 


(d)  Unfit  Food.

1 have  endeavoured  to  use 
the  time  available  to  the  best  advantage  and  such  inspections 
carried  out,  other  than  in  the  course  of  investigating  com- 
plaints, have  been  confined  to  premises  where  some  improve- 
ment or  advice  is  likely  to  have  been  necessary.
